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Ir was once the intention of the writer of this notice to have added much of what here fol- 
lows as an explanatory advertisement to the fourth part; and to have devoted some attention and 
labor to the production of a preface to the whole work, such as might have been not entirely un- 
suited to its extent and importance. But the rich and full experience of unforeseen peculiarities, 
consequent to the task a little incautiously commenced, rather took off the keen edge of literary 
appetite ; and induces him now to offer little other than the results of disgust and satiety. Be- 
sides this work, as the well meant endeavour of one not equal to its satisfactory accomplishment, 
and as committed subsequently to various hands, and exposed to extraordinary delays in the 
initiatory processes of revision, scarcely exbibits that oneness of mind, and of responsibility, 
which could either authorize, or induce, one individual to assume that parental anxiety which a 
preface usually implies. When upon the regretted death of the late Rev. Dr. Rottler, it became 
needful to look out for some one to complete the remaining two thirds of the revision; and when, 
by an indication emanating primarily from the late excellent Bishop Corrie, a request, made by 
J. F. Thomas Esq. of the Civil service and College Beard, to undertake the office of reviser, 
was conveyed to the individual by whom the duty, with the customary helpers, has now been 
discharged;—it was felt, while assenting, that arduous and responsible exertions would be required ; 
but much of varied nature of course could not be foreseen: nor would it excite the smallest in- 
terest if fully explained. 

An allusion once for all may suffice. And now the present Editor, would offer a few brief 
remarks of a general character on the Tamil language, with some further explanatory matters, 
which may be of service to those who use this Dictionary. 


The Tamil language was originally cultivated, in its greatest purity, in the ancient Pandiyan 
kingdom, of which the modern Madura was the capital. But this remark chiefly applies to the 
polished, and poetical, dialect. It had afew good writers in the Cola kingdom on, or near, the 
Cavert and Colidam rivers. At Madras, since the formation of the College, the ordinary dialect 
has been much refined and improved; but not quite in character with its native tendencies. 
This Dictionary represents its present state, chiefly with reference to the college standard of au- 
thority. : 


Some writers of reputation in Bengal, not many years since, were disposed to represent the 
Tamil language as though it were daughter, or derivative, of the Sanscrit. The most respectable 
of them was Mr. Colebrooke.* He could not decide; but finding many Tamil words to be of 
Sanscrit origin, indicated that opinion. Dr. Carey was of the same opinion: and in so far as the 
Telugu language especially (or the Tamil partially) was concerned, a full and laborious refutation 
of his opinion may be seen in the Preface to Campbell’s Telugu Dictionary; as the production 
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of that gentleman, now nearly at the head of the Madras Civil service, and of the late F. W. 
Ellis, Esq. The Tamil language was only incidentally alluded to, chiefly by the latter; and 
some of the peculiarities of phrase introduced, although certainly conformable to the Tamil idiom, 
could just as well have been expressed much in the same way as the Sanscrit, and still have 
been idiomatic. A few remarks, bearing on the same subject, were heretofore offered through 
the channel of the Madras Journal of Literature and Science by the writer of this notice. The 
general principle, then adduced, of a primary substratum like the Anglo-saxon on which 
much, like Norman-French, or Latin, has since been added, will be fully borne out by this Dic- 
tionary: especially as some measure of careful attention has been given toseparate the pure Ta- 
mil, from the Sanscrit derivation. The syllabic words & and “7 may be specified as exhibiting pro- 
minent specimens of that care, the Compiler having previously blended the meanings; and at the 
same time they will shew at a glance that, radically, the Tamil and Sanscrit are entirely distinct. 
Besides, the comparative bareness of the Tamil alphabet; its inability to indicate Sanscrit sounds 
without borrowed characters; the total difference in pronouns, in numerals, in many nouns, 
verbs, adverbs, technical terms of grammar, and similar matters, clearly indicate a like conclu- 
sion. It may even be of service to the foreigner-student, to note what widely different Sanscrit 
letters are represented by the same Tamil letter—*.4, or, for example—-so. as to render the Ro- 
manized-Sanscrit words instructive, beyond the mere reference to a respectable Sanscrit autho- 
rity. An object-—the comparison of words—which I observe to have been thought of sufficient 
consequence to attract the attention of Mackintosh, Colebrooke, and Humboldt, * may also be 
observed: even as the deficiency which the latter a few years since expressly lamented, that is, 
the want of a good Tamil and English Dictionary, is by the present one very adequately sup- 
plied. It may afford the student some amusement in the tedium of verbal studies, to note the 
ingenious devices of the pure Tamil grammarians for harmonizing, and enervating, the harsher 
Sanscrit words, when adopted. He may smile also at the extreme delicacy of modern Southern 
ears, in reducing both.the initial 7 and ch, to the sibilant s; though the Tamil properly has 
neither a sibilant letter, nor sibilant sound. Hence for example janam, jalam, japam, become 
sanam, salam, and sepam, or even sipam: and chatur, or charitram, must be sadur, or sarittiram. 
The lighter instances are noted in preference to graver ones, which will occur on examination of 
this work, because they alone suffice to prove the Sanscrit to be not of the same genius, or stem, 
with the purely native words, or native organs of speech. Add, that it is possible to write a sim- 
ple sentence in pure native Tamil; and then to express the same meaning in words almost whol- 
ly of Sanscrit derivation: the difference, in the two cases, being something like the difference in 
the English style of Swift and Johnson. Indeed the present writer will hazard an opinion (de- 
rived, in a very great degree, from wading through the polyglot Mackenzie collection of M.S.S.) 
that there was originally one simple, homogeneous, dialect spoken by rude simple aborigines, from 
Himalaya to Cape Comorin: The earliest probable refinement was in the Pali of the North, and 
the Tamil of the extreme South. The Canarese ceased probably to be simply vernacular from the 
era of Mayura Verma, and the Malayalam probably underwent the same process of refinement 
soon afterwards, when the Brahmans had spread themselves on the Western coast. The Telu- 
cu did not probably cease to be purely vernacular until the cessation of the Afagadha kingdom of 
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Behar, and the formation of the old Calinga, and Chalukya, dynasties. It is further probable, that 

the Sanscrit assumed its own form by engrafting numerous Pehlevi, or Chaldaic, terms of sci- 

ence or art, or even of common convenience, on the old Pali; and the Sanscrit, in this last shape, 

everywhere as the Brahman-colonists spread themselves, has so very extensively enlarged, or 

enriched, the native dialects, or made them copious and sonorous, that it need not cause surprise 

if—in language as in history—the colonist has been deemed aborigine, and the intruder, native. 
That the old Tamil could have done without much of the gilding, which it has received, is certain. 

The result however of a process—not very dissimilar to that which the early Saxon has under- 

gone—is to render the Tamil language (like ournative English) one of the most copious, refined, 

and polished, languages, spoken by man. As further smoothed near the extreme Scuth, it is 

also, in poetical and polite usage, very mellifluous. Indeed, on this point, something depends 

on the well informed ear, and more on the vocal organs of the speaker. Had the natives gene- 

rally as finely toned voices as Europeans, the latter would perhaps cease to consider the Tamil 

language dissonant, or a jargon; especially by first taking a little pains to comprehend its mean- 
ing. There is only one mild palatine letter which the Roman orthography cannot express: but 
there are many harsh combinations of sound in English which the pure Tamil orthography 
could not represent, nor native organs articulate. Foreigners, reciprocally such, are usually 
barbarians to each other. 

One brief remark may be inserted ; not of trifling moment in its general bearing; but relevant, 
in this place, only as it is desirable that no mistake should be sanctioned by the authority of this 
Dictionary, without an explanation. The term, Hindoo, was found repeatedly to have occur- 
red in the previously printed portions of the work ; and was allowed to remain, with an unimpor- 
tant orthographical change, in the subsequent portion of revision. It must however be noted 
that this word is foreign to India; just as much so, as the word India, itself. The term Hindu, 
seems to have been first contemptuously applied to people of upper India, by the Persians, in 
whose language it is synonymous with Niger, negre, negro, in European usage. The first Eu- 
ropeans, and Asiatic Society in particular, seem to have adopted it, free from contempt, from 
the Persian usage; and, owing to very imperfect views as to the Native population, it became of 
general employment, as a convenient abstract term to designate all Natives, not Mahomedan, 
European, or Christian. The convenience cannot be denied; but an incidental result has 
been to promote, in Europe, the prevalence of a mistaken idea, as to the existence of one 
homogeneous people, knit together by the bands of one religion, and imposing from their aggre- 
gated unity. This mistake has had very serious results. It has operated so very much to the 
ad vantage of votaries of idolatry, that they have, for some time past, perceived it, and the novel 
compound of Hindu-matastan, to designate an idolater, with the use of the mere term Hindu, in 
a civil, social, or political, relation is now not unfrequent. But the idea, of the whole of India 

south of *Himalaya being inhabited by one nation and people, is entirely foreign. And the 
term Hindu, in modern usage, is quite as generic as the word European. Could such a delight- 
fal dream be entertained, as the supposing this term applicable to one homogeneal and united 


* Bharata Candam, or Bharata varita, is a collective term, as to place or country, and means the land S. of Himalaya, even to the 
sea ; but the epithet “bending like a bow” sometimes added, may indicate the above mountain-barrier for the string; and a sweep— 
ing by the Scindean mountains to the sea by Cutch and Guzerat, returning by the Vindhya mountains, by Behar and Nepal—as.

the arc: excluding even Bengal, and every thing S. of the Vindhya range. 
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people, then might the dreams of some Europeans as to the unity, and united respectability, 
of the Hindus, be considered as having solid foundation. If therefore the term Hindu, or Hin- 


dus, be used as convenient in the abstract, still let it be employed with knowledge and dis- 
crimination. - 3 


It has been already intimated, that these desultory remarks are designed to be neither far 
sought, nor much elaborated. What remains is alittle explanation as to the compilation, and 
revision, of this particular Dictionary. | 


The present reviser found his mode of revision, in some degree necessarily, regulated by what had 
gone before. The plan of the work is philosophical ; referring all words, as nearly as possible, to 
their roots, or primitives, or simplest forms. The doing so occasions an appearance of repetition, 
is, after all, not perfect; and may at first occasion a little embarrassment in seeking for any word. 
The proper mode of proceeding is to run the eye along the top pages for the initial letters, and 
then to trace out the word sought among those in large types, when either the explanation, at 
once, or reference to a simpler form, or primitive, will be given; in which last case the word 
sought will be printed in small Jetters. If not found, look at initial letters, which like ©¢ or Ow 
may be the root: in other cases look at the primary word, as #4 under y2@2s. Very oftena 
word, or phrase, will be found explained, both in English and Tamil, which may seem verbose. 
'It has been understood that the Compiler intended the Dictionary to assist Natives, as well as 
Europeans; so that, on looking for a word, they might find it explained in their own language. 
Apart from which circumstance it has appeared probable to the present reviser, that there was 
occasionally some diffidence, on the part of the first compiler, of venturing to give an English ren- 
dering, without being fortified by the Tamil one: and sometimes the latter was found to be 
translated in a manner which involved a departure from the exact English rendering. Much 
matter of this kind was expunged, as being clearly superfluous; but much remains, bearing it is 
hoped internal evidence of propriety in allowing it to continue. Of other corrections, whether in 
English or in Tamil, it is superfluous to state much; but the patient and continuous labor in- 
volved therein has been very great. 


The subject of synonymes demands some notice. It has very clearly appeared to the pre- 
sent reviser that the Sapur (recte, cHATUR) AGRaDrI, referred to by the abbreviation Sut: was 
the copious fountain whence the materials for compilation were principally derived. Explana- 
tions borrowed thence were uniformly, in the foregoing portions of the work, introduced by the 
phrase the same as; and, in the printing, this phrase has been, almost necessarily, multiplied. It 
would have been perhaps better had an abbreviation of synonymous with, been made use of, from 
the commencement; and possibly still better, had the Tamil rendering, with the reference Sat: 
for Sadur-Agradi been simply stated, preceded by the English meaning: which latter mode 
the present reviser, unconstrained by the expediency of preserving some uniformity through- 
out this edition, would have preferred; and, towards the close, it may be seen, has adopted. 
For, the Sadur-Agradi, however valuable, is not free from faults; some of which are inse- 
parable from the extreme brevity of its plan. As in other languages, so in Tamil, no two words 
of homogeneous derivation are perfectly synonymous: much less precisely the same. A word 
derived from the Sanscrit, will often be very nearly the same with a word of pure Tamilorigin; 
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and a word, in the poetical dialect, will often be of the same import with another word in the 

common dialect; but, in other cases, words differ by shades of meaning; and the learner espéci- 

ally must be cautioned not to place implicit confidence in the often iterated expression the same. 

As an illustration it may be mentioned that, sometimes when the Sadur-Agradi had given a word, 

harmonizing in one of its acceptations with the meaning, in that sense, of the word explained, 
the rendering into English of the word contained in the Sadur-Agradi was found, in the unrevised 

copy, to be given in another acceptation, not corresponding with the leading word in this Diction- 

ary professed to be explained. At different times it has been requisite to exercise much cau- 

tion in reference to this insidious source of error. Occasionally, though not often, it has been 
requisite slightly to alter the form of the word adopted from the Sadur-Agradi; as for instance 
when one form of a verbal noun as in ® has been represented by another form of verbal noun, as 
in 4» for the synonyme, or by a substantive. This is a point of minute accuracy; and not of any 
special consequence. 

A manuscript Dictionary of the common dialect by Beschi, with the rendering in Latin, was 
another source of compilation. It has been chiefly referred to in words of dubious, local, or not 
very usual signification; and much correction of such references, or many additions to them has 
not been required. A manuscript Dictionary, Tamil and French, by Du Bourges, formerly of 
Madura, seems to have been made little or no use of; though found among the Compiler’s ma- 
terials. The reviser has found it of occasional service in clearing up doubts, and solving the 
meaning of local, and especially Southern, or provincial, expressions, 

But a most valuable check on the Sadur-Agradi, in the case of Sanscrit words or derivatives, has 
been afforded by the Ist and 2d Editions of Prof. Wilson’s Sanscrit Dictionary. From the 
commencement of his work, and especially in the third and fourth parts, the present reviser has 
acted on the desirableness of reducing the number of references to the Sadur-Agradi, and of ad- 
verting to the probably best authority from the original source. Accordingly when meanings 


substantially the same were found both in that Dictionary, and in the Sadur-Agradi, references to 


the latter were struck out, and others made to the former; while further meanings in usage 


were sometimes added; and the references to the Sadur-Agradi retained only when the Sanscrit. 
Dictionary wanted renderings adapted to local usage in the Peninsula. It may be proper to 
note that the present reviser has adhered to the orthoepical system of Sir W. Jones, in quoting 
Sanscrit words, but without the means of inserting all the diacritical marks. Whether deva-nagari 
or grant’ha types, used from the commencement, would have been better is not determined. In 
using Roman types, there has been no alternative. The learner may remember to give the vow-- 
els the continental utterance ; as in Italian, or French, or Portuguese. 

Since no previous explanation of the marginal asterisk has been given, it may be suitable to state, 
that Sanscrit words, or derivatives, were indicated in the compilation of the work, by an asterisk 
prefixed to such words. This is not tobe understood as any note of excellency; but simply of 
discrimination. The ordinary copies of Fabricius’s Tamil and English Dictionary had that note 
of distinction; and in this work it seems to have been thence adopted. That Dictionary was 
evidently among the Compiler’s sources, as to the common dialect; but very little reference has 
been made to it in the revision. It ought not to be unduly depreciated, as an inceptive work ; 


but it cannot always be safely followed as an authority. 
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There is further an obvious suggestion; of importance especially to the early student. Such 
a one would desire to meet among the first renderings of any word those of most common usage; 
and the principle would be indispensable in a Vocabulary ; though foreign perhaps to a larger 
work; and quite impracticable in the present Dictionary. This contains words both from the 
polished, and common, dialects; and either the reference to authority, or alphabetical order, ge- 
nerally guides the arrangement. Whenever practicable the reviser has paid attention to a placing 
the ordinary meaning first ; but this could only be seldom done, and the student must be apprised 
of the circumstance. 

The distinction between what belonged to the Compiler, and what to the several revisers, could 
not of course be preserved. The lime labor has not been the only one, for in every page much 
has been added. It may be especially mentioned that mythological, and historical, points were 
usually excessively faulty, until corrected. One particular kind of notes on disputed critical, or the- 
ological, points, the reviser could not justly expose to any possibility of being mistaken; and an 
abbreviation of the word Editor, makes the responsibility personally his own. The same valuable 
Native assistance, has been engaged throughout the revision; although, for some time past, not at 
the continued expense of Government; and a subordinate assistant of the late Dr. Rottler has 
been employed. An oath exacted, or said to have been exacted, by Dr. R. in his life time, from 
the College Moonshee engaged, has often much fettered the other reviser; and there remains 
much, especially that which will strike the eye as redundant, which respect to the scruples of his 
associate, and dislike of long verbal discussions on trifles, induced him to pass, without approval. 
In other respects he wishes the superior, and subordinate, helpers to receive all the praise due 
to their respective exertions. 


The constant references, needful to be made, have shewn that many inaccuracies, and inelegan- 
cies, are retained in the first part, and in the earlier portion of the second part, which would 
claim notice, and correction, in a second edition. These are not invidiously mentioned ; but with 
the view simply to state that should other minds be engaged in scrutinizing what the present re- 
viser has done, or is responsible for, he hopes that as much candor and allowance will be extend- 
ed to him, as it may be just and reasonable to exercise towards those who have preceded him. 
No human work can be perfect; and perhaps no first impression of any large work ever issued 
from the press without being capable of corrections, or improvements, in subsequent editions. 
There has been no want of anxious care in this revision; and hence its magnitude, and difficulty, 
will, it is presumed, weigh in the comparison with any possible, and minor, errors. The perfect 
utility of such a work consists in perfect accuracy. Perfection has been aimed at; but it would 
be presumption to state that it has been attained.
